A former Halifax resident could be re¬ 
leased from a Kentucky prison in the 
coming months, despite being found 
guilty late Tuesday of second-degree 
manslaughter in the 2009 death of his 
Cape Breton-born wife. 

According to the Danville Advocate- 
Messenger, a juiy recommended yester¬ 
day Dr. Steven Hall, a Dalhousie 
University medical school graduate, serve 
five years in prison, the lowest possible 
sentence for this specific conviction. 

The 47-year-old will be formally sen¬ 
tenced on Oct. 5. The Advocate-Messenger 
reports Hall will be eligible for his first 
parole hearing soon after his sentencing 
date because of time already served since 
his arrest. Hall has been in jail for 15 
months, and his attorney Steve Romines, 
is quoted in the Advocate-Messenger as 
saying he is a “strong candidate” for pa¬ 
role, for what the paper describes as the 
state’s overcrowded prison system. 

Hall was convicted in a May 2009 inci¬ 
dent during which a pontoon boat he was 
operating on Herrington Lake ran over

Dartmouth provincial court 
will now require every visi¬ 
tor to clear a metal detector 
before entering. 

Two full-time sheriffs 
have been hired to man the 
metal detector, according 
to Justice Minister Ross 
Landry. The metal detector 
will cost nothing, said 
Landry since all Nova Scotia 
courthouses already have 
them in some form. 

“It was already paid for 
and bought,” said Landiy. 
“We had it here, it was a 
matter of installing it.” 

Opposition critics were 
quick to jump on that fact, 
accusing the government of 
dragging its feet on the 
matter. 

“That’s what’s a bit puz¬ 


zling here,” said Liberal jus¬ 
tice critic Michel Samson. 
“Especially for a govern¬ 
ment that said they were 
going to cut back the hours 
of deputy sheriffs in the 
province. Why not put 
them to work making sure 
that the security of the staff 
and courthouse users is 
safe?” 

Outgoing Tory MLA Mur¬ 
ray Scott also criticized the 
government’s decision to 
scale back part-time sher¬ 
iffs’ hours, saying he is un¬ 
satisfied with yesterday’s 
announcement. 

According to Justice De¬ 
partment spokeswoman 
Jennifer Gavin, other court¬ 
houses in the province em¬ 
ploy detectors on a random 
basis. A risk assessment is 
also made each day to de¬ 
termine if the detectors are 
warranted.

Oil-eating 
bacteria 
found in 
the Gulf 

The Gulf of Mexico oil spill 
has revealed a previously 
unknown type of oil¬ 
eating bacteria, which is 
suddenly flourishing. 

Scientists discovered 
the new microbe while 
studying the underwater 
dispersion of millions of 
litres of oil spilled into the 
Gulf following the explo¬ 
sion of BP’s Deepwater 
Horizon drilling rig. 

And the microbe works 
without significantly 
depleting oxygen in the 
water, researchers led by 
Terry Hazen at Lawrence 
Berkeley National Labora¬ 
tory reported Tuesday in 
the online journal Science 
Express.

Glenn Beck said his event,

He has vowed the rally 
will be “one for the histo¬ 
ry books” and will repre¬ 
sent a “turning point in 


America.” 

Beck has long infuriat¬ 
ed liberals in the U.S. But 
his comments about the 
civil rights movement in 
advance of this weekend’s 
rally have fanned the 
flames of outrage even 
further. 

Beck, considered by 
many the spiritual leader 
of the Tea Party 
movement, said the rally 


will “reclaim the civil 
rights movement,” which 
he described as having 
been “distorted” and 
“turned upside down.” 

Brittney Cooper, a pro¬ 
fessor of gender and race 
relations at the University 
of Alabama, called Beck’s 
remarks a slap in the face 
not just to African-Ameri¬ 
cans, but to King’s legacy.

The life and times 
of celebrity teens 

O Entourage star Adrian Grenier goes behind the camera to film Teenage 
Paparazzo O Documentary probes the cogs that turn the fame machine 



As actor and director Adri¬ 
an Grenier states in his 
new documentary, he’s a 
celebrity ... or at least he 
plays one on TV. 

In fact, portraying Holly¬ 
wood star Vincent Chase 
on HBO’s Entourage has 
given Grenier valuable in¬ 
sight into the subculture of 
the paparazzi. But when he 
met a tenacious 13-year old 
celebrity pap named 
Austin Visschedyk, the 
bizarre encounter inspired 
the actor to investigate the 
cogs turning the fame ma¬ 
chine in Teenage Paparaz¬ 
zo. 


Metro caught up with 
Grenier to discuss the doc¬ 
umentary (opening Friday 
in select theatres and air¬ 
ing on HBO Canada on 
Sept. 27), his pubescent 
subject and how starring 
on Entourage has changed 
his life. 

Teenage Paparazzo is a really 
interesting movie. It ends up 
places that, at the outset, you 
don't expect it to go. Did you 
have any idea when you 
started out how involved this 
was going to get? 

Well, that’s life. That’s one 
thing about documen¬ 
taries that I absolutely 
adore — that they really 
do capture the twists and 


turns of life if you let it. 
All you have to do really is 
point your camera at the 
world, ask a question and 
suddenly you’re taken on 
this journey. 

At what point in getting to 
know Austin did you realize 
that you had something? 

I knew it would at least be 
interesting based on the 
fact that this kid was so 
compelling as a character. 
But it wasn’t until I started 
to explore the philosophy 
and the ideas of celebrity 
that it really became inter¬ 
esting to me because it 
wasn't just a narrative ... it 
was also a deconstruction 
of this culture that has 


coveted celebrity and em¬ 
braced this young boy’s 
decision to become a pa¬ 
parazzo. 

This film seems to be spun 
off your role on Entourage. 
What has playing Vince 
Chase done for you as an ac¬ 
tor? 

It’s been a really enjoyable 
experience. Before En¬ 
tourage I was very serious 
and pretentious and I only 
wanted to do dark indie 
films filmed in New York 
in the winter. So thanks to 
Entourage I found a little 
bit of humor in my life 
and I’ve been able to have 
a little more fun. Vince 
taught me to laugh.

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Late summer surge 
at the box office 

© With plenty of quality films to choose from, August is no longer a 
dumping ground O Bridges gap between blockbuster and Oscar seasons 


“August has become a transitional month, 
the month that bridges the gap between 
the summer blockbusters and the fall 
Oscar season, and often the kind of films 
you find are kind of a hybrid. They don't 

fit into any exact category.” PAUL DERGARABEDIAN 


August traditionally has 
been considered a dumping 
ground for movies, a time 
when schlocky little genre 
pictures would sneak into 
theatres for a couple of 
weeks before vacations 
wrapped up, kids went 
back to school and reality 
once again took hold. 

But that’s all changing. 
This past month, for in¬ 
stance, you had a well-re¬ 
ceived comedy hit in The 
Other Guys, small, tense 
thrillers like The Disappear¬ 
ance of Alice Creed and Ani¬ 
mal Kingdom, and an 
intelligent documentary in 
The Tillman Story. Even the 
horror movies Piranha 3D 
and The Last Exorcism are 
stronger than the usual 
late-season fare. 

Last August brought us 
Quentin Tarantino’s Nazi- 
killing epic Inglourious Bas- 
terds, which was 
nominated for eight Acade¬ 
my Awards (it won for sup¬ 
porting-actor Christoph 
Waltz), and District 9, about 
an alien invasion in South 
Africa, which received four 
nominations. Both were up 
for best picture. Previous 
Augusts have featured Trop¬ 


ic Thunder (2008), Super- 
bad (2007) and Talladega 
Nights: The Ballad of Ricky 
Bobby (2006), all hits at the 
box office and with critics. 

“Times have changed. 
People go to movies 365 
days out of the year,” said 
Eli Roth, who produced The 
Last Exorcism and has a 
cameo in Piranha 3D. 

One reason is sheer 
quantity: There are so many 
movies flooding theatres 
every year, there’s never go¬ 
ing to be a period that’s 
completely wretched. Roth 
recalled that when his first 
feature, Cabin Fever, came 
out in September 2003, he 
was told the low-budget 
horror film would have a 
month to prove it could per¬ 
form. “Now it’s like, you 
have a week, and if you 
don’t work that first week, 
it’s over,” he said. “There’s 
always another movie on 


the chopping block.” 

But mid-to-late August 
can be a more welcoming 
time to open a movie — es¬ 
pecially in the horror or sci- 
fi genres — because there’s 
a different land of competi¬ 
tion. “You still have a week¬ 
end seven days a week, the 
college kids are still out, 
kids want that last gasp of 
summer before they go 
back to school,” said Roth. 

“Horror movies, by Au¬ 
gust, you kind of miss 
them. The last one was in 
April. You can feel it when 
Halloween opens with $30 
million — the remake — or 
Final Destination 3D opens 
to huge box office. ... We 
thought it was the perfect 
time (to release The Last Ex¬ 
orcism).” 

But August is still sort of 
a dumping ground “in the 
sense of the quantity of the 
movies, but not necessarily

the quality of the movies 
like it used to be,” said Paul 
Dergarabedian, box-office 
analyst for Hollywood.com. 
Last weekend, for example, 
13 new movies came out, 
with the ensemble action 
flick The Expendables hold¬ 
ing the No. 1 spot for the 
second-straight week. Pira¬ 
nha 3D debuted in sixth 
place, only making $10.1 
million. But it got an over¬ 
whelmingly strong critical 
reception, earning 81 per 
cent positive reviews on the 
Rotten Tomatoes website.

To create that 
trend list, Downing watch¬ 
es for recurring themes at 
fashion shows around the 
globe. Then he checks out 
whether designers are pro¬ 
ducing enough of those 
trendy items he has honed 
in on to fill store racks. 

“We start to talk about 
do we have the critical 
mass to make these bold 


predictions?” he said. 

For instance, he said, “If 
we believe in green, we 
need to have green every¬ 
where.” (This fall, by the 
way, green will be every¬ 
where, he says, especially 
in the military-influenced 
olive.) 

Boots of all heights are 
also in the fall forecast, he 
said. And a structured 
handbag is a must, not to 
mention pearls, “ropes 
and ropes” of them.

A fireplace is the focal 
point of any room, so it 
certainly shouldn’t be an 
afterthought when it 
comes to decorating. 

According to style 
maven Karen Kwinter — 
style editor at large for 
both Canadian Living and 
Homemakers magazines 
— the quickest way to add 
flare and interest to a fire¬ 
place is to adorn the man¬ 


tle with cherished posses¬ 
sions. 

“Whether it’s a great 
collection of black-and- 
white picture frames lean¬ 
ing against the wall, or a 
bouquet of flowers in an 
interesting vase, placing 
items on the mantle will 
draw your attention to the 
fireplace immediately,” she 
explains. 

Kwinter says her 
favourite mantles usually 
feature a monochromatic 
palette of a mix of great 
antique and modern finds, 
layered amongst each oth¬ 
er. 

“Maybe it’s a stack of 
white lacquered boxes 






with black trim, bone 
horns resting beside them, 
a unique vase or sculp¬ 
ture, or a great clock,” she 
adds. 

The key is to contrast 
objects with flowing 
curves alongside those 
with strong angles in or¬ 
der to create visual move¬ 
ment. And candles always 
add warmth to the am¬ 
biance. 

If you have a small 
room, Kwinter suggests 
hanging a framed mirror 
above your mantle run¬ 
ning the full length; this 
will create the illusion of 
space and add light and di¬ 
mension to the room.

With a little ingenuity, 
do-it-yourselfers can have 
chic artwork covering near¬ 
ly any bare wall space.

► Buy several inexpensive 
canvases and acrylic paint.

The centre ceiling 
light in the bedroom illumi¬ 
nates for making the bed, 
recessed pot lights in the 
living room wash light 
around perimeters and a 
ceiling fan light in the fami¬ 
ly room helps when playing 
board games. Strength of 
bulbs to use: 60-100 
wattage. 

Designer tip: If you don't 
have a light outlet in the 
centre of the ceiling for a 
light then use a floor stand¬ 
ing torchier lamp to illumi¬ 
nate a room; it will shoot 
light up onto the ceiling 
and illuminate the entire 
room.

The Colts are reverting to 
their short-term memory 
these days. 

The record-setting win¬ 
ning streak? History. Pey¬ 
ton Manning’s personal 
stash of MVP awards? Safe¬ 
ly packed away. That in¬ 
credible run of seven 
straight 12-win seasons, 
eight consecutive playoff 
appearances, a shot at per¬ 
fection and last year’s Su¬ 
per Bowl run? 

Forget about it, fans, the 
players and coaches al¬ 
ready have. 

“One thing we’ve always 
done, whether finishing on 
top or finishing short, is to 
put the previous season be¬ 
hind us,” Manning said.
